Senator Stanford's Famous Palo Alto Horse 


Farm—Weanlings Tanglit to ttrot and 
Slake M»rvelon» Records WhHo SUB in 
the Nursery. 
"Why do these California bred horses, both 
rotters and runners, develop such tremen- 
lous speed at on early age, and then retire for 
he rest of their lives!" 
That is a question that has been put to 


every horseman of note in the country, but 
not one seems able to answer it 
A gentle- 


man, a horse fancier and now and then a 
buyer at the California sales, being much in- 
erested in the phenomenal trotters that come 
rom that region, went down to Polo Alto to 
see the famous Stanford breeding farm, and 
of it he said: Palo Alto is about forty miles 
from San Francisco in what is known as the 
Janta Clara valley. The horse part of the 
estate comprises about three thousand acres, 
though a Rood many more acre* are to vines 
and forests and the private grounds of the 
railroad baron's summer retreat 


Talk about princes and princesses of effet* 


monarchies being reared in velvet and fed 
from gold spoons; the nearest approach to 
that in this great republic is this equine prin 
elpality at Palo Alto. Dean Swift's cele- 
brated Houyhnhums never had o better time 
in their kingdom than have the modern 
Houyhnhums of the Stanford place. 


AN IMMENSE ESTABLISHMENT. 


As soon as tne babies have forgotten their 


mothers comes the beginning of their life 
\.ork. The leading halter and a soft rubber 
bit kept in the mouth' for half an hour a daj 
is tho A B C. Then comes the kindergarte 
track to discover if any of them haveanat 
urol gait Half a dozen are put into the saw 
dust circle at once. A man stands in th 
middle with a long whip, which he waves 
furiously, but no little one is ever permitted 
to feel its sting. AH start around the ring, 
first ia a coltish canter, and then some little 
pupil more promising than the others will 
strike a trot. Soon another will do the same. 
\n apple or a lump of sugar is the reward of 
merit Usually before the class has finished 
all of them will be jogging about on a trot 
Then a new batch is taken, and in a few weeks 
forty or fifty fillies and as many colts have 
eone through the kindergarten course. Mean- 
time every little one of either sex is handled 
and fondled. The colts and fillies are relent- 
lessly parted at weaning time and never see 
each other again except at a distance. Co- 
education of the sexes is frowned upon at 
Polo Alto. The little ones are very tame and 
follow one around like a lot of kittens. If 
you atop in the paddock they instantly sur- 
round you like a lot of chattering school girls 
and begin to search your pockets with their 
velvety noses for a bit of fruit or sugar. Kot 
one is ever scolded or permitted to be fright- 
ened in any way, nor is the whip ever used 
except as a badge of authority. 


When the infant aristocracy is bridle 


trained and thoroughly tractable, say at 9 or 
10 months, and from that to a year old, 
comes the first introduction to harness. The 
celts ore not quite so proud of this as a boy 
with his first pair of boots, nor do the fillies 
seem to enjoy it as much as the girl does her 
first long dress. Indeed, they are pretty 
"scary" at first and require the presence and 
experience of au old stager beside them at the 
pole of the breaking cart But their timidity 
soon wears oB, and it is astonishing how fast 
they learn. 
It must be remembered that by this time 


these youngsters are to the non-critical eye 
almost full grown horses. Their legs are 
strong, their bodies well filled out, their necks 
plump, their eyes bright and intelligent and 
their coats shine like satin. All this is the re- 
sult of the forcing process. On the Stanford 
farm the 3-year-old colt looks like the well 
matured horse of 5 in Illinois. At 1% years 
old begins their hard work on the track. It 
is then that the best and most promising are 
selected for a yearly record. 


HOW THET ARE TRAHJEB. 


The railroad station for Polo Alto is Menlo 


Park. A mile from Menlo you enter a broad 
gateway, pass a porter's lodge and enter upon 
the big domain. A magnificent broad avenue, 
lined with stately oaks, and winding through 
o dense foliage, leads you to the senators 
bouse, Another mile away. Yon pass that, 
and the same avenue, still winding for another 
mile as only Frederick Law Omstead can 
make it wind, brings you to the crest of a 
slight elevation. 
Descending from the slight elevation you 


pass through a lane 100 feet wide. This is 
the main street of the horse village. On 
either side for nearly half a mile are half acre 
'' ocks, each with water tubs, feed troughs 


m oak +ree or two for shade. These are 


omved, not by the ordinary board fence of n 
Kentucky farm, but by palings painted white, 
with each gateway done in brown. There 
are nine huge hay barns clustered about the 
center of the village. These are painted in 
brown, with white trimmings. A great grist 
mill, with steam power for grinding the food, 
is near at hand. Another huge barn is for 
the work horses and mules of the place- 
nearly one hundred and fifty in number— 
the servitors of the pampered aristocracy of 
the kingdom. A magnificent race track lies 
on the outskirts of the village, with a train- 
ing track for colts within the outer circle. 
Another building is set apart fortho "kinder- 
garten''^ great canopy covering a sawdust 
ring an eighth of a mile long.

Two questions in connection with the 


raining of the voice are to he discussed, 
iz.: When it should be commenced and 
better it should be interrupted during 
he BO called "cracking" period. With 
<gard to the first of these questions I 
wn strongly of opinion that training can 
ardlybe begun too early. 'Of course,- 
ie kind and amount of practice that are 
ecessary in the adult would be mon- 
rtrous in a young child, but there is no 
eason why, even at the age of 0 or 7, 
he right method of voice production 
should not be taught. 


Singing, like.any other art, is chiefly 


earned by imitation, and it seems a pity 
to lose the advantage of those precious 
arly years when that faculty is most 
highly developed. There is no fear of 
njuring the larynx or straining the 
voice by elementary instruction of this 
kind. On the contrary, it is habitual 
faulty vocalization which is pernicious. 


The sooner the right way of urfrig the 


voice is taught the more easy will it be 
to guard against the contraction of bad 
habits, which can only be corrected at a 
later period with infinite trouble. 


Many of the finest voices have been 


trained almost from the cradle, so to 
speak. I need only to mention Adelina 
Patti, Christine Nilsson, Jenny Land and 
Mme. Albani, but there are numbers of 
other queens of song who owe a great 
part of their success to the same cause. 
As for the other point, I am still an ob- 
stinate dissenter from the "orthodox 
teaching of staging roasters on the sub- 
ject. 
I have already more than once ex- 


pressed my belief that there is no reason 
why training, within certain limits and 
under strict supervision by a competent 
person, should not be carried on when 
the voice is in the transition stage of its 
development from childhood to adoles- 
cence. 
. 
, 
The stock argument, invariably ad- 


vanced to prove the necessity of suspend- 
ing the education of the voice till it has 
passed through the "breaking" period, is 
that as the parts are undergoing active 
changes, they therefore require complete 
rest This would equally apply to the 
limbs, and, in some degree, also to the 
brain. Yet I am not aware that it has 
ever been proposed to forbid growing 
lads from exercising their bodies, even 
in games involving considerable muscu- 
lar violence, or to interrupt the education 
of the mental powers till the brain has 
become fully formed. 
Over pressure 


there may be, no doubt, in voice training 
as in other kinds of instruction. 


All voices are not capable of bearing 


the same amount of training. Each case 
must be dealt with according to what the 
doctors call the particular "indications 
that may arise. My thesis holds good 
only as a rule, to which there may be 
many individual exceptions. A judicious 
teacher will, however, have no difficulty 
in deciding as to the best course to adopt 
in any giver. instance.-Sir Morell Mac- 
kenzie in Contemporary Review.

What Most Imprcgaed tlto Different 


Delegates. 


A Philadelphia dispatch of the llth tells 


the subjoined: 


The first journey of the International 


American tourists being practically ended 
here, the Associated Press representatives 
to-day sought for a number of delegates an 
expression of their ideas. Judge Alfonso, o 
delegate from Chili, said his attention had 
been particularly fixed upon th* industries 
which produce the objects necessary to 
railways, because there is a great deal of 
railway construction in his country. He 
believes the commerce of this country with 
Chili will improve if American producers 
make known their productions by estab- 
lishing agencies in that country. 
The in- 


crease of communication and the cheapen- 
ing of the prices of transportation will 
largely contribute to the same result. 
He 


believes in the possibility of a railroad 
through the three Americas, and thinks its 
advantages would be considerable. 


Great embarrassment to trade arises 


from the complicated customs methods of 
the United States, and he thinks a uni- 
formity of customs regulations upon the 
simplest basis should be established. The 
coming conference will contribute power- 
fully to the union of the American nations. 


General Peraza, of Venezuela, said in the 


journey the delegates had* found the prac- 
tical solation of many commercial prob- 
lems between the American countries. It 
is the conviction of most of the delegates 
that tho main difficulty in developing mu- 
tual trade consists in the lack of good com- 
munications. 


"The trip," said General Peraza, "has 


proved 
this 
much—that all 
previous 


opinions regarding blood and languages as 
barriers to a perfect understanding be- 
tween tho American nations, are discredited 
by the facts." 


Minister Qornero, of Mexico, who has re- 


sided over twenty years in Washington, 
and has traveled throughout the country, 
spoke of the wonderful progress of the 
West, and had also been struck by the in- 
terest displayed everywhere in the subjects 
which the conference will discuss. 
Ho 


thinks a great deal has been gained by call- 
ing the attention of the people of the 
United States to the resources of the other 
countries of the hemisphere, and that the 
intercontinental railway scheme is feasible 
and will before long be undertaken. 


Delegate Castellanoa, of San Salvador, 


said increased communication for com- 
merce was absolutely necessary, and he 
should advocata subsidies. 
A uniform 


standard of money is needful. 
The inter- 


national railway would with pleasure be 
aided by his country. 
The opening of tho 


Nicaragua canal will be a great boon to San 
Salvador aud all other Bepublics of tbo 
South. 


Delegate Selaya, of Honduras, said lia 


had been most impressed by the extraordi- 
nary energy of the people of the United 
States, who never seemed to tire of work, 
and whose ambition' to excel knows no 
bounds. 
He thinks our prosperity is 


largely due to tho development of the iron 
industry and railways—two things in which 
he thinks tho United States unquestionably 
leads all other nations. He strongly favors 
an international railroad.
